The people
early formed a kind of a republic and
fostered education, and therefore grew
in influence, and the city waa ealled
the **Queen of the Sea.'' The rich
merchants could not buy farms, for
there was no land, and so they took to
building palaces. The lower rooms
wore used for business, the npper for
residences. The soil being sand they
had to drive piling for foundations
Their trade being maritinie wholly and
water plenty, thoy made all the prin- | C
elpal streets water-ways, so that now
theve is not a horse nor a mule in the
city. The land streets are from four

to twelve feet wide, while the Grand
Canal 8 wide enough to float
n Great Eastern. The palaces

were built of brick and marble,
and three centuries ago, I must be-
lieve, the Grand Canal was the
handsomest street then in the worll
But Columbus or Vespucius, or some-
body, discovered Amerviea and the Cru.
saders quit going to Jerusalem to rob
the Turks and bring back the plunder
to Venice for sale. Agnin, it was found
that ships could eail to India around
the south of Afriea, and Venice wns
doomed. Ceasing to make monoy, all
her people turned to be politicians, and
in time the cvity lost itm colonivs, its
wealth, its influence. Napoleon took
It and gave it to Austrin in a big trade,
and finally it came to bea part of Italy.
Yes'erday we rode up and down the
Grand Canal in a gondols. They are
all black and precisely alike. Some
three hundred and fifty years ago the
rich made their gondolns so ornate and
sumptuous that the plain people took
the matter in hand and made a law
fixing the size and forhidding all other
form of eraft. This morming we went
over to what is ealled the Piaszza, or
Great Square. It is about two acres in
size. On two sides are marble build-
ings. On the thind side is the paluce
Napoleon L built for the King of Italy
On the other side is the Church of St
Mark. 1In 825, they =ay, the bones of
the apostle were brought here, The |
church is a magnificent temple. It is
in the form of a Greek cross with five
domes. There are nearly two acres of
Mosaics about the church inside and out,
worked into all kinds of picturesa The
floor is laid in marble and there are
five hundred and forty marble columns
nsed in the ¢construction of the build-

ing. Theee were brought from the
East. The story is that each ship was

refuired as a tax ta pay a colnmn for
the right to enter port. Some are
white, some red and some green. They
were formerly in temples in Asia and
Afriea. It took more than a hundred
years to complete the church, and i
looks like the pictures of Asiatic tem-
ples. It is claimed that the architects
were from Greece or l‘.nn-unt;nupla.
but nebody now knows who they were,
When we got to the church the jam
was so great we falled to get in, but a
half franc apened a door to a stairway
which led up to a kind of balcony or
pyate box, from where we conld look
down on priests and people. A Car-
dinal dressed in & red cap and beauti-
ful robes read a sermon in a splendid
voice while sitting in a red velvet and
gilded chsir. The congregation stood
up, as there are no seats. At the side
altar many said their pravers and went
away. Here and there some were
kneeling, and throngs were coming
and going all the while. In the after-
noon the pigeons were #od in the
square—hundreds of thewn there are,
and tame enough to sit on your arm
and eat. Once it was said n pigeon
(they call them doves) rendered the
State a great service, and thereafter
they were taken under the protection
of the State; but now they are fed by
an insurance company and by every
visitor.—Cor. Indianapolis Sentinel.

But those who are gifted
with a copions flow of Impractioabls
and nseless wordas have educated the
people to the idea that no man is fit for
a legislator unless he is endowed with
a coustant ebullition of gase And al-
though every man of experience and
thonght will at onee acknowledge that
not one in & hundred of those who are
o tireless in their talk as the winds on
the prairies are fit for any thing pnwﬁ-
eal in the world, ns legislators thoy are
totally incapable of originating a prac-
tical lnw, or of successfully remodeling
u biil offered by any one else. In this
matter we have some venders who have
had axporience In legislative folly®and
they know how little relinnee ean be
paced in an inveterata talker in ar-
ranging practieal logislation, It is the
ealm, ecool, thinking men, who have
gathered up the great lessons of life in
a severe and eclose conflict with the
world, Colleges may make scholars,
but it takes something additional to
make men,

Those who have done most in forming
and perpetnating the institutions of our
country were not orators, but men of
thought, experience and of mature judg-
ment. Great principles are evolvad and
important questions settled by deep and
elose investigation in the private office,
and in the closer conflict of minds in
the committes-rooms.  Speeches in the
public halls of legislation have nothing
to do with the settlement of great ques-
tiona. They are made for the gaping
erowid.

Our halls of legislation are crowded

varions branches of industry. This
would not he 8o oljettionable if a better
class of lawyers weore selectad. It s
well known in this learned profession,
to ba successful a law firm should
alwayve have ns one of the parinera a
good “office Inwyer.”

lawyers, for the express purpose of
cheeking unconstitutional legisiation,
This wonld not be the case if the offive
instoad of the jury Inwyér was elected.
And this brings us back to the question
—our great error of gab worship. We
want more thinking and fewer talking
moen in higher places. A gassy mem-
her of Congress is an expansive animal.
Every set speech he makes to empty
benches costs several thousand dellara,
and does no good. And a large por-
tian of our extravagant r:peuﬁllm--
and our protracted and useless sessions
of Congreas grow oul of the practice of
taking for a Congreasman the wrong
member of the firm, or the wrong mem-
ber of the community, Gas instead of
imprundence instead of modest
merit, is too often the man of the popu-
lar crowd. If theres be a man in uny
community who has never done any
thing in the world except to study
graceful gestures, and ornament his
langnage with stolen guotations from
the literature of the past, he is selected
to be the man to frame grave laws for
the government of the diversified inter-
ests of a continent.

The past history of every State in this
Union, and of the United States, shows
that the relianble practical men ave those
who have matured and disciplined their
minds in the great industrial interests,
agriculture, manufacture, mechanics or
merchandise. These are the interests
of the world, and from these we want
more men of practical experience and
moral firmness, I the people would
cease running after mere gab, and seck
after plain, practical men, who know
and who sympathize with those who
labor, our rvights would be better re-
spected and our institutions be longer
pervpetuated.
